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CARMEL WOODS is the ninth addition to the constantly growing town of Carmel-by-the-Sea, the most 
celebrated center of art and letters on the Pacific Coast. 

CARMEL WOODS is in the heart of the Monterey peninsula, touching Carmel-by-the-Sea on one side and 
Pebble Beach on the other. 

Magnificent pines and oaks and luxuriant undergrowth makes Carmel Woods a region of native loveliness 
admirably adapted for the homes of those who love nature and find in the healthful climate, the romantic mis- 
sion history and the cultured atmosphere of Carmel-by-the-Sea their ideal of a permanent dwelling place. 

CARMEL WOODS is a residence subdivision with reasonable restrictions recommended by the Town Trus- 
tees and Town Planning Commission of Carmel-by-the-Sea. These restrictions are designed to preserve the nat- 
ural beauty of the woods and to assure every purchaser a congenial environment. 

CARMEL WOODS was laid out by the distinguished landscape engineer, Mark Daniels, whose outstanding 
California achievements include the subdivision of Forest Hill in San Francisco, Thousand Oaks in Berkeley and 
Pebble Beach. 

When Mr. Daniels’ plans for Carmel Woods were completed, they were submitted to the Town Trustees and 
to the Town Planning Commission of Carmel-by-the-Sea for criticism. Careful study by these bodies showed 
that the subdivision realized the high ideal for which Carmel and the Carmelites have been striving for many 
years. The plans were therefore unanimously and warmly approved. 

Mr. Daniels was guided in his work by two considerations—beauty and utility. He has jealously preserved 
the loveliness of the Woods and by taking advantage of natural contours has made it one of the most attractive 
homesite subdivisions in the world. 

CARMEL WOODS is traversed by roads that wind through the pines and oaks, opening up vistas of irre- 
sistible charm, making the homesites accessible, and at the same time emphasizing the note of seclusion so dear 
to those who seek homes on the Monterey peninsula. These roads are all forty feet wide and for twenty feet of 
their width they are surfaced and gravelled. 

Water in abundance and electricity have been brought to every homesite. 

Homesites in Carmel Woods have been laid out in varying sizes. Some are 40x100 feet—the size at which, 
in the past, lots have always been sold in Carmel-by-the-Sea. In the thought, however, that many purchasers 
would prefer larger homesites, others have been laid out in a variety of larger sizes. 

Touching the present town limits of Carmel-by-the-Sea and separated from Pebble Beach by the narrow 
width of Pescadero Park, Carmel Woods will share the delightful life of both these communities. It is very con- 
venient to the Pebble Beach golf links, noted throughout the world as a championship course.

SITUATION 

Carmel Woods is situated on the Monterey Peninsula, one 
hundred and twenty-five miles from San Francisco, by rail or 
concrete motor boulevard. 

The motor trip from San Francisco through the Santa Clara 
Valley, past the old Mission at San Juan Bautista, over the pass 
to the sea and Del Monte, can be made within five hours, though 
the time will seem much less, such is the beauty of the region 
traversed. From the South the trip is equally attractive. The 
road winds for miles along the Pacific Ocean shore, through can- 
yon and forest. 

ROMANTIC ASSOCIATIONS 


Carmel Woods is in a region whose eventful history brims 
with romance. 

In 1602, eighteen years before the Pilgrim Fathers landed at 
Plymouth Rock, Don Sebastian Viscaino sailed three small ves- 
sels into Monterey Bay, and took possession of California in the 
name of the Spanish King. 

But this beautiful bay had become almost a legend when 
Don Gaspar de Portola set out to discover it more than a cen- 
tury later—and discovered San Francisco Bay instead. 

Here, however, in 1769, Padre Junipero Serra raised the 
Cross, founding the Mother Mission of California at Carmel. 
Here he labored, lived, died and lies buried. 

In commemoration of this great ‘‘servant of Christ, adven- 
turer, artist and engineer’, a beautiful shrine has been erected in 
Serra Circle of Carmel Woods by the Del Monte Properties Com- 
pany. It contain an effigy of Padre Serra earved in oak. Both 
shrine and statue are the work of the distinguished Californian 
sculptor, Jo Mora. 

Monterey was the capital of Spanish and Mexican California 
until 1846, when Commodore Sloat landed at the Custom House 
and raised the Stars and Stripes. 

Dana of ‘“‘Two Years Before the Mast’’, Robert Louis Ste- 
venson and Charles Warren Stoddard—these are three of many 
i famous names associated with this region of enchantment. 


CLIMATE 


* Nestled snugly between the mountains and the sea, the Mon- 
terey Peninsula is protected from winter’s cold and summer’s 
excessive heat. Snow is unknown. Flowers bloom in the open 
the whole year round. A tonic climate this, ‘‘livable’’, invigor- 
ating, with the tang of sea salt and the fragrance of pines. The 
temperature varies only ten degrees from January to July. The 
annual rainfall is sixteen inches. 


SCENIC BEAUTY 

In the space of a few square miles the Peninsula country 
offers varied scenic attractions. From the hills one looks down 
upon a picture of irresistible fascination. To the north lies the 
quaint old Spanish town of Monterey with its winding streets of 
adobe houses, tile roofs and walled gardens, its sapphire bay 
flecked with fishing boats. To the south, Point Lobos (the point 
of wolves) thrusts its erags into the Pacific. Nearer is the 
gleaming crescent of Carmel and Pebble Beaches, the white surf 
breaking in broad furrows of foam. 


IMPROVEMENTS 

Ocean, hill and forest—equable climate—diversity of scenery 
—accessibility with seclusion—here are attractions rarely com- 
bined, yet when found in happy association they draw irresisti- 
bly those who seek the setting for a hearthstone. 

Carmel Woods is blessed with an abundance of pure water. 
The supply is drawn from the upper reaches of the Carmel River, 
twenty miles away, and is stored in a one-hundred and forty-mil- 
lion-gallon reservoir. 

The power lines of the Coast Valleys Electric Company run 
directly to Carmel Woods, and all homes are electric-lighted. 


EXCURSION SUGGESTIONS 

Around Carmel Woods and over the whole peninsula the 
Company has built a magnificent system of motor boulevards. 

The Monterey peninsula is encircled by the world-famous 
scenic boulevard, the SEVENTEEN MILE DRIVE. This drive 
begins in the grounds of Del Monte, passes through Monterey 
and Pacifie Grove, pierces the pine forest and follows the rugged 
coast line past Cypress Grove and Midway Point to Pebble Beach. 

Walk to Carmel Mission where Father Junipero Serra, three 
of his associates, and several Mexican Governors are buried. 

Walk over a portion of the boulevard into the pine forest, 
to the north of the town, to the old Padre’s rock quarry in 
‘“‘Timid Lovers’ Glen’’. 

Walk to the mouth of the river and gather mussels from 
Abalone Point and have a ‘‘mussel bake’’ picnic. 

Drive around the boulevard which skirts the town, past 
Abalone Point and the mouth of the river, and on the hill, whence 
you get the full sweep of the bay or the mountain ranges which 
form the walls of the valley. 


Take stage to Carmel Highlands, lunch at Highlands Inn and 
walk or drive to Pt. Lobos (whose proper name is Pt. Carmel) 
and picnic near the articulated skeleton of a giant sperm whale. 

Walk or drive to Yankee Point, with its Giant’s Bathtub, 
Smugglers’ Cave, Peninsula Tunnel, and Meteor Hole, and picnic 
on the ‘‘bay of a hundred islands’’. 

Drive up San Jose Creek to the redwood forest, and then | 
walk to the Abrego Falls, in a granite gorge, forming a minia- 
ture Yosemite. 

Drive or walk to Cypress Forest and picnic on the open 
ocean shore. 

Drive up the valley to the Del Monte Ranch, past some very 
interesting dairy and fruit farms. 

Drive down the coast to Idlewild and the Sur River country, 
where there is some fine hunting. This road leads through oeca- 
sional dense redwood forest, and past straggly wave-lashed | 
shores. 

Walk or take horses over the Santa Lucia Hills, past the | 
Haunted House, to the Deserted Coal Mine, and thence down a 
granite gorge to the ocean road. 

Walk over to the Forest Lodge at Pebble Beach, about one 
mile, and enjoy the most modern, up-to-date accomodations. 

Visit the Custom House, Colton Hall, Chinatown, Fishing 
Village, and other historic points about Monterey proper. 

Take a launch and explore the arched rocks, coves, bays, 
and irregular recesses carved by the ocean from the granite rock | 
forming the coast. 

Drive to the dress parade given by the soldiers at the Mili- 
tary Presidio of Monterey every afternoon. 

Fish for steelhead in Carmel River, or take a boat for sal- | 
mon and sea-fish of every kind in the bay. 


HOTELS 

Hotel Del Monte plays a dominant part in the upbuilding of | 
this region. Not only does it attract guests from all over the 
world (some of whom build and stay), but for those who live on 
the Monterey Peninsula it widens the sphere of social intercourse 
and enlarges the opportunities for diversion. 

At Pebble Beach is Del Monte Lodge. There are a limited 
number of guest rooms delightfully situated and furnished in 
taste. In the dining room, scene of many formal dinners and 
merry parties, seafoods and marine dainties are made a specialty. | 
A luxurious Turkish bath, a plunge for golfers, and a diet | 
kitchen, are other features of a complete establishment where 
service and cuisine are held to the standard of the best metro- 
politan clubs and hotels. 

At Carmel, La Playa, Pine Inn and Highlands Inn provide 
the traveler with ample accommodations. 


GOLF 

The Pebble Beach Golf Course is but a mashie shot from | 
Carmel Woods. It is distinctive in variety and hazard, travers- 
ing green alleys of woodland, sandy dunes and the rugged shore. | 
It is more than six thousand yards long. The fairways, tees and | 
greens are solid turf and grass, and a sprinkling system keeps 
them green and beautiful the year round. There is a clubhouse | 
with lockers and showers. 


FISHING, MARINE LIFE 

Carmel Bay is a favorite with sportsmen for its steelhead 
trout, salmon, sea-bass, yellow-tail and barracuda. The salmon | 
is trolled for at varying depths, the detachable sinker being used. | 
There are one hundred and fifty species of food fish in Monterey 
and Carmel Bays. Excellent stream fishing may be had in the | 
Carmel River. 

At Stillwater Cove is the clubhouse of the Pebble Beach | 
Fishing Club with a harbor for yachts and power launches. | 
Glass bottom boats reveal the splendors of the marine gardens on | 
the ocean floor. 


RIDING, WALKING 


Over thirty miles of bridle paths and lanes have been laid 
out and signed beneath the pines and along the surf-beaten shores, | 
so one may ride or hike to heart’s contest without encountering | 
macadam or other hard roads. 


HUNTING 


The surrounding country offers excellent hunting. The 
shooting includes quail, duck, rabbit and deer. In the neigh- 
boring mountains bigger game can be hunted. There are traps 
for blue rock shooting at Del Monte. 


IN CONCLUSION 


The owners of homes in Carmel Woods have been drawn 
from all parts of the country. They are in Carmel Woods be- | 
cause they love it, because it has all natural advantages of situa- 
tion, climate and environment, supplemented by facilities for the 
enjoyment of home and outdoor life closely approaching the ideal. |
